And Several Persons Lost Their Lives in a 


Pittsburg Hotel. 

PITTSBURG, December 4.—Between 12:30 and 1 
o'clock this morning fire broke out from some un- 
known cause in the flat owned by Dr, John Dick- 
son,on the corner of Ninth and Pennsylvania 
avenues. It was nearly 3 o’clock this morning 
before the firemen succeeded in subduing the 
fire. It was several hours more before they gave 
up the search for bodies. It is pretty certain that 
Mr. Irwin, the janitor, and his wife, were the 
only victims. When the fire broke out, there were 
forty occupants sleeping in the flat, but they were 
mostly men and all have been accounted for.

He dashed 
from room room on the fourth floor, 
and, not finding her, started for the third. It was 
there he died. Overcome by smoke he sank ex- 
hausted near the rear wall on the floor, and at the 
other end of the hall the wife, for whom he died, 
had perished. She had started down stairs, but 
was suffocated before reaching the third floor. 
Her body was found on the third landing. 
Her body was covered with plaster, and in the 
darkness had been trampled over-by the firemen 
long before discovered.

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GOVERNOR TILLMAN, 


THE TRIUMPH OF THE FARMERS IN 
SOUTH CAROLINA. 


IMPOSING CIVIC SCENE YESTERDAY 


The Inauguration of Governor Tillman in 
Columbia—An Able and Practical 
Address— Farmers’ Greeting. 


Cotumpsra, S. C., December 4.—[Special. |— 
The inauguration of Governor Tillman was 
the most imposing spectacle ever witnessed at 
a like occasion, with the exception, perhaps, 
of when Hampton took the oath of office four- 
teen years ago. 

Never before had such preparations been 
made for an inaugural, The immense stage, 
capable of holding about. 1,000. persons, was 
immediately in front of the main entrance to, 
the statehouse. Over that entrance a huge. 
state flag was suspended, while four union 
flags floated over the étage. ~ . 

GATHERING FOR THE CEREMONY 

At 1o’clock the most prominent men in the 

state gathered in the oftice of Governor Rich- 


ardson, the procession being to start from that. 


point. There were the justices of the supreme, 
court, all the judges of the circuit court, all 
the solicitors, five members of congress, Gov~ 
ernor Richardson and the retiring officials,” 
Governor-elect Tillman and the new officérs, 
and a number of distinguished strangers. 

THE BAND PLAYS. 

When the body was ready to move, the 
sergeant-at-arms of the senate and house—the., 
one supporting aloft the huge old silver sword, 
and the other the mace—planted themselves 
in front of the column. This was joined upon 
the outside by both houses of the legislature. 
Amid the playing of the bands and the shout- 
ing of the populace, the procession marched 
to the stage. There were several hundred 
ladies and visitors on the stage. There were 
over 3,000 persons in the audience, which was 
composed principally of farmers, who had 
come to see their chief crowned. 

The sword and mace were held up on each 
side. The president of the senate and speaker 
of the house in their flowing purple gowns and ' 
the justices of the supreme court in their 
sombre robes, surrounded Governor Tillman. 
The oath of office was administered by Chief 
Justice Simpson. 

THE TRANSFER MADE. 

Immediately after the delivery of the ad- 
dress, Governor Richardson went into his of- 
fice. Ina few minutes Governor Tillman and 
his secretary, Mr. Bean, entered. They were 
followed bv a yelling crowd, but the new gov- 
ernor ordered his too ardent admirers not to 
follow him, and shut the office door. Governor 
Richardson transferred his office in about three 
minutes, and Private Secretary Gonzales did 
the same with his. There was the utmost 
courtesy, but no cordiality or handshaking, 
and so, at 3:38 o’clock, the Moses of the South 
Carolina farmers, the best loved and most bit- 
terly hated man in the state, took his seat as 
governor. The inaugural address was pro- 
nounced by opponents and friends a practical 
and able paper. 

The Inaugura! Address. 

In his inaugural address, Governor Tillman 
pledges friendship to the colored people, assuring . 
them that all of their rights shalt be ‘protected, 
while at the same time denying the affirmation of 
the declaration of independence that all men 
were created free and equal. He calls attention 
to the repeated cases of violation of the peace in 
the state, and demands as a dernier resort, 
power for the executive to remove sheriffs 


who will not discharge their duties. 

Calls for the improvement of the free school 
facilities, the formation of school districts having 
an area of not less than sixteen square miles nor 
more than thirty-six, 
therein of two schools only, one for colored and 
one for white people, and an increase of a poll tax 
devoted to school purposes from §1 to $3. He 
also demands that the state shail, in combi- 
nation with other southern states, arrange for 
the compilation of school books to be 
sold at minimum cost, and forbid the use of any 
other; demands the abolition of the state univer- 
sity, and the establishment of a college instead. 
He indicates a desire to abolish the Citadel} 
acad my;calls for industrial schools for girls; 
demands a constitutional convention regardless 
of what may be its cost; demands a survey of the 
phosphate beds, and the sale of the territory at 
auction to the highest bidders. 

In alluding to the state debt he suggests that 
the state banks be requested to deposit with the 
state treasurer state bonds tothe amount of the 
average deposit held by them for the state; that 
every state bank be required to invest at least 20 

r cent of its capital in state bonds, and that all 

nsurance companiesdoing business in the state 
be required to deposit with the state treasurer 
$25,000 in South Carolina bonds.

GLASS AND KOLB. 


Different Versions of the Fight in the Ala- 
bama Capitol. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., December 4.—[Special.}— 
The fight between Reuben Kolb, son of Commis- 
sioner Kolb, and J. H. Glass, one of the edi- 
tors of The Adveriiser, in the rotunda of the state 
capitol yesterday, has been the general topic of 
coversation ever since the occurrence. In The 
Advertiser this morning appears what is supposed 
to be Mr: Glass’s version of the difficulty, which 
charges Kolb with hitting him with a large-headed 
stick. Kolb denies this, and publishes his version 
of the affair in an afternoon paper. 

“I stopped Mr. Glass yesterday in the rotunda 
onthe second floor of the capitol, as he was 
coming from the senate chamber, and told him 
thatthe article in his paper Tuesday morning 
charging me with lobbying with senators in favor 
of a certain bill was an infamouslie. Mr. Glass 
asked if I meant to say that he was an infamous 
liar. I replied by saying that if he wrote the arti- 
cle in question he was undoubtedly an infamous 
liar. We then clinched, Mr, Glass scratching and 
I striking with my fist. Mr. Wiley and several 
other gentlemen rushed up and separated us. I 
did not strike Mr. Glass with anything but my 
naked fist.” ' 4 

Young Kolb @so published the statement of 
Hon. A. A. Wiley, an eye witness, which substan- 
tiates his story. 

“Mr. Kolb did not strike Mr. Glass with any 
stick,” says Mr. Wiley. “About the time they 
rushed tegether a second time a number of sen- 
ators, whq were holding a committee meeting, 
came from the senate chamber, and among the 
number was Commissioner Kolb. He was ex- 
cited, and eXpressed a desire to take a hand in 
the fight, but was prevented from participating.”

THE OUTCOME OF THE DAY IN OCALA 


The Alliance Will Not Take Part in the 
Movement, but Many of Its West- 
ern Members Will. 


OcAua, Fla., December 4.—[Special.]—The 
important development here today, is the 
formulation of a call for a. meeting tin Cincin- 
nation the 23d of February, to organize the 
national union party. It is evident that the 
Farmers’ Alliance, as a body, will not endorse 
the third party idea. The southern members 
and the Missouri delegation have their axes 
firmly set against a moye which would be so 
damaging tothe order in the south, and as 
they constitute an overwhelming majority of 
the membership and the representatives here, 
no such action could be hoped for by the west- 
ern degates who are pushing the third party 

idea. 
The Scheme Adopted. 

Realizing that an attempt to secure the endorse- 
mentof the convention would be death to their 
project, they have shrewdly concluded to make an 

yindividual crusade, capturing an allianceman 

here and there inthe south, and raking in the 
"most of them in the west. With this added to the 
750,000 colored voters, who await them, they will 
have a party over 1,000,000 strong to start on. 

The scheme is one of immense political im- 
portance, for if the negro should be drawn into a 
third party, where will the republicans of the 
touth appear? It is not altogether certain that 
the third party will not get some strength from 
the white men Of the south—not from the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, but from the Knights of Labor.

“T am in favor of a third party,’’ said he, ‘‘but I 
do not think we are ready for it. We are not 
educated up to the point we should be for such a 
step. The greatest trouble we have to fear is rash 
action while we are flushed with victory. If we 
make a misstep now, they will clean us up in the 
next election. We will gain time by waiting a 
year, getting our ideas more clearly defined, and 
watching congress in the meantime. 

The Night Meeting.

ADOPTION 


OF ME. CLANCY’S RES- 
OLUTION, 


PARNELL’S TEMPORARY RETIREMENT 


Until Mr. Gladstone Can Be Interviewed 
About What the Liberals Will Do, 
Mr. Gladstone’s Answer. 


Lonpon, December 4.—All Irish members 
at present in London were in attendance at 
the meeting today. Mr. Parnell occupied the 
chair, Aftermthe meeting had been called to 
order one of the members read the manifesto 
issued yesterday by the Catholic hierarchy, 
declaring that in consequence of ~ the 
revelations of the O’Shea divorce case 
which convict Mr. Parnell of one of the 
gravest offenses known to religion and society, 
the Catholic clergy cannot accept as a leader a 
man who is dishonored, and the continuance 
of hjs leadership would imperil the cause of 
Ireland. The reading of the manifesto was 
greeted with cheering by Parnell’s opponents. 

Mr, Clan¢y then offered his amendment 
which provided that in view of the difference 
of opinion between Gladstone and Parnell, as 
to the accuracy of the latter’s recollection of 
the suggestions made to him by Gladstone at 
the Hawarden. meeting a year ago, party 
whips be instructed to obtain from Gladstone, 
Morley and Sir William Vernon Harcourt, be- 
fore any further consideration of the main 
question, information on the departure from 
the bill of 1886 made by Gladstone in his sug- 
gestions affecting the contro! of the Irish con- 
stabulary and the settlement of the land 
question. 

A prolonged debate took place on the 
amendment. Mr. Parnell intimated that if 
the party took the responsibility off his should- 
ers and would insist upon the liberal leaders 
promising to carry an acceptable home rule 
bill through the house of commons in the face 
of all opposition, he would retire from the 
leadership. He asked the meeting to accept 
Mr. Claney’s resolution, whereupon, he said, 
the alliance between the nationalists and 
liberals would be renewed. 

Mr. Healy refused to submit to Parnell’s 
stipulations. He declared that they wero 
even beyond the lines of compromise, sug- 
gested at yesterday’s meeting. 

Mr. Sexton declared thata majority of the 
members were firmly determined to adhere to 
the main question and would simply vote that 
Parnell must resign. 

Mr. Parnell asked the meeting for an in- 
formal show of hands on Clancy’s amend- 
meht. This disclosed the fact that only 
Barry and Chance continued to hold ont 
against the amendment. The latest phase of 
the situation bids fair for an agreement. 

The committee to wait upon Mr. Gladstone 
consists of Messrs. Parnell, Sexton, Healy, 
Justin, MoCarthy, John Redmond, Deary, 
Power and Leamy.

An Application that the Trial Be Tran- 
ferred to Dodge County. 

Macon, Ga., December 4.—[Special.}—Another 
hase of the great Hall conspiracy case presented 
tself today. 

It was in the shape of a petition presented to the 
court by Messrs. Hardeman, Davis & Turner, who 
are attorneys for some of the prisoners.

The section on which the defense relyin their 
petition reads:

The district attorney argued against the peti- 
tition. He stated the government..had no 
courthouse or jail there, and he 
did not believe the jail at that place was sufti- 
ciently strong to warrant the placing of such 
prisoners therein. He said the large number of 
jurors had been summoned to Macon, and if 
changed there would be much inconvenience. 

Judge Speer held that the act which created the 
western division of the southern district of Geor- 
gia, prescribing that the court be held in Macon, 
repealed that act as far as his court is concerned.

A COMPROMISE ON 88,550. 
D, A. Shumate Gets that Amount from the 
Richmond and Darville. 


The case of D. A. Shumate against the Mich- | 


mond and Danville Railroad Company for injuries 
sustained in an accident on that road came toa 
sudden ending in the United States circuit court 
yesterday. 

Shumate was 4 railway mail clerk at the time of 
the accident, which on November 12, 1888, near the 
ninety-nine milepost north of Atlanta, on the 
Richmond and Danville. 

The plaintiff claimed that the rails at 
and near the place of the accident had 
been changed but a short time before it. occurred 
and that wherever these changes were made, the 
road had been left ina defective’ ¢ondition, the 
rails not being properly spiked and the crossties, 
being unsound. The carin which Shumate was 
working left the track at this point, rolled down an 
embankment and was smashed to pieces. 

Shumate states that he suffered therefrom a 
a bruise upon the forehead, several cuts upon the 
chin, a wound on the upper part of the thigh, a 
long gash just below this wonnd, a fracture of the 
point of one of the ribs, breaking it from its at- 
tachment. with the cartilage of the breast - 
bone ; also injured... in... the . buck 
and right shoulder-blade, upon the loins 
right armand right leg. The imjury to the left 


‘ side of his breast, he claims, interferes with his 


breathing, and produced a cough and spitting of 
blood, He avers thatthe shock and twisting of 
his spine have been followed by great tenderness 
in the spinal column, and that his Jungs, back 
and digestive organs have been permanently 
injured. 

Upon these charges he based his claim against 
the railroad company for $25,000. 

The case has been on since last Monday, and the 
greater part of the time since then has been 
taken up in listening ‘tuthe testimony of med- 
ical experts, no less than’ tén Atlanta 
physicians having been called upon to testify. 

The defense made the point that Shumate was 
suffering from tuberculosis. “This was proved, 
and the plaintiff’s attorneys replied that said 
tuberculosis was caused by the injury to his lungs 
caused by the accident, Medical. stimony dif- 
fered as to whether this tuberculos caused 
by the fracture or not.

A trial by courtmarfal. | 

It is something unprecedented in the history 
of the volunteer militia of the state of Gor 
gia. Kare 
Since the bloody days when Andrews efid 
his bridge-burning gang were tried by couft-. 
martial and hanged near Atlanta the name 
‘‘courtmartial” has lived onlyin the memories 
of the veterans, so far as Georgia is concerned, 
except in cases where men refused to work the 
public roads when they were ‘“courtmar 


tialed.’’ 
There was areal out and out courtmartial 
ordered by Adjutant General John McIntosh 


Kell, some weeks agoin the case of Captain 
A. ©, Sneed, Lieutenant C. M. Roberts, Pri- 
vate Myers and Private J. H. Spillman, 
of the’Gate City Guard, Company B., 
Fourth Battalion, Georgia Volunteers, 
against whom certain charges were preferred 
some weeks ago. 

The circumstances that brought about the 
trial are’ pretty familiar tothe public. The 
Piedmont Exposition Company offered prizes, 
as usual, for an interstate drill and a state 
drill, to come off during the exposition last 


October. , 
The Guard entered the contest, and work 
very hard for the prizes. They were success- 
ful, as is generally known, carrying off $2,500 
in prizes. But in the midst of their triumph a 
great sensation developed, and those members 
now on trial were accused of trying to get pos- 
session of the programme of the drills by 
bribery and other unfair means, so as to 

secure an advantage over their competitors. 

These facts were reported to Lieutenant Col- 
onel W. L. Calhoun; commander of the Fourth 
Battalion, and to Adjutant General Kell, 
commander of the state troops, who ordered 
their suspension from duty until the charges 
could be investigated by a courtmartial. 

The Court Meets. 

Some of the members of the board being dis- 
qualified for various reasons, the vacancies were 
filled, and yesterday morning they met in the 
office of Adjutant General Kell. 

Lieutenant Colonel Charles M,. Wiley, of Macon, 
commanding the Second Georgia Battalion; Cap- 
tain P. T. Kenan, of the Macon Hussars; Captain 
Ed Young, of the Greenesboro Rifles; Captain W. 
H. Cobb, of the Piedmont Rifles, Gainesville, and 
Captain W. E. Wootten, of the Albany Guards, 
were the members appointed, and were on hand 
at 11 o’clock. 

Colonel W. L. Calhoun appeared as prosecutor, 
and Colonel John 8. Candler, of the governor’s 
staff, as judge advocate. Mr. H.S. Parry was re- 
tained as stenographer. 

Adjutant General John McIntosh Kell was pres- 
ent, but not as a member of the board. 

Sergeant Mark Hightower, of the Gate City 
Guard; Privates D. J. Myers and Sanford W. Gay, 
of the Governor’s Horse Guards; Private 8. J. Dan- 
iels, of the Zouaves, and Corporal Will Holbrook, 
of the Rifles, were detailed as orderlies to the 
board of officers. 

Called to Order. 

At 11:50 o’clock Colonel Charles M. Wiley, pre- 
siding as the ranking officer, called the meeting 
to order, and Judge Advocate Candler called the 
roll, the members of the courtmartial answering 
to their names. 

Judge Advocate Candler then announced that 
the defendant desired that Messrs. Thomas J. 
Ripley and J. H. Lumpkin be allowed to represent 
him in the case, which was granted. 

After calling the case and reading the various 
orders, Judge Advocate Candler proceeded to 
swear in the members of the courtmartial, begin- 
ning with Colonel Wiley, proiene officer. He, in 
turn, was sworn in by Colonel Wiley, all of them 
taking the oath of secrecy regarding the proceed- 
ings and the final verdict of the court according 
to the military laws of the state, 

The court was then cleared for a few minutes, 
and on the proceedings being resumed, Captain 


; Sneed-was first put upon trial, and the charges, 


anq specifications were read. 

These charge that Alonzo C. Sneed did 
on or about the i6th day of October, 1890, 
through one Benjamin P. Myers, a private of 
said company, and also through one Charles M. 
Roberts, a junior second lieutenant of said com- 
pany, attempt to obtain, by the payment of money 
therefor, or otherwise, from one R. J. Rice, 
a printer at Auburn, Ala., the programme for the 
interstate drill at the Piedmont exposition 
grounds, in which drill said company was to par- 
ticipate for the purpose and with the intent of 
obtaining an undue advantage over his competi- 
tors. 

Ouptain Sneed was asked if he was guilty, and 
replied that he was not guilty. In his formal 
answer Captain Sneed “submits thatin time ‘of 
peace, aud when not acting under any orders from 
the authorities of this state, nor in its 
services wus & company, the _ individual 
conduct of certain rsons which is alleged to 
have taken placé in Alabama, makes a charge and 
specification on their face not cognizable by this 
honorable court, either as to place or subject 
matter.” 

Captain Sneed daes not admit any such conduct 
as to himself as is charged, but on the contrary 
denies it. 

OVERRULED. 

After the plea was offered the court retired for 
consultation, and remained out for five minutes. 
On their return Colonel Wiley announced that 
the plea was overruled. 

Judge Advocate Candler then read the second 
charge against Captain Sneed: “Behaving with 
contempt and disrespect toward his commanding 
officer and insubordinate conduct, to the preju- 
dice of good order and military discipline, and 
disobedience of orders.” This covers the charge 
about the advertisement in THE CONSTITUTION, 

The Testimony Begins. 

Ben Durky, a negro who is Lieutenant Mc- 
Donald’s servant, testified to effortg made to in- 
duce him to secure a programme, but he couldn't 
tell who made the offer. He was followed by Mr. 
R. J. Rice, a printer, of Auburn, who testified 
that Myers offered him as high as $250 for a copy 
of the programme, but he refused. He told of the 
presence in Auburn of Spillman and Roberts. 

Captain John Miller testified that the 
programmes printed in Auburn were not 
used because of information received by the 
board, and that on the night before the drill they 
were printed in Atlanta, 60 that there might be 
nothing unfair about the drilland all contestants 
might have .m equal showing. 

Mr. C. C. Witt, ofthe Western Union Telegraph 
Company, was inde upon the stand and examined 
as to certain telegrams in evidence. 

There was considerable discussion in regard to 
whether the telegrams introduced were the orig- 
inals or copies. it was explained that they were 
copies taken directly from the originals fore 
sending. 

But the defense entered an objection to their 
admissibility on the ground of being copies. The 
first one react was as follows:

Roberts, and did not know that he had gone to 
Auburn until after the matter came to his ears. 

Captain Miller being called, stated that abouta 
week before the drill he and Captain Sneed hada 
talk about the drill, and then Captain Sneed asked 
him and was informed who the judges were. 

LIEUTENANT ROBERTS, 

Lieutenant C. M. Roberts was put on the stand, 
and to the questions as to whether Captain Sneed 
had instructed him to secure a programme, or to 
his knowledge had used any effort to secure one, 
or was privy to the fact that such effort was being 
made, he answered gee in the negative. _. 

He felt confident that Mr. Spillman had from 
$800 to $1,000 bet on the result. 

In regard to the second charge witness heard 
Captain Sneed instruct Sergeant Hightower to 
have the notice of the spread at the armory put in 
THE CONSTITUTION in a conspicuous place.

It was a courteous and dignified disavowal of 
any intention on his part to disobey the orders of 
his superior officer, 

He followed this with a brief review of the facts, 
and assured the court that he held Colonel Cal- 
houn in‘ the highest regard personally, and had 
been one of the most zealous of his supporters 
for the position of colonel! of the battalion. 

Further than that he felt that he had too much 
military knowledge and ton high a sense of re- 
gard for military law, to wantonly disregard the 
order of his superior officers. 

CLOSING SCENES. 

The judge advocate declined to address the 
court, reserving the right to reply to the defense 
if he so desired. 

Mr. Lumpkin then came forward and delivered 
a strong speech in behalf of the defendant, speak- 
ing of his spotless reputation as a man and as an 
officer, and setting forth the gravity of the charge 
preferred, and the heavy penalty that would 
follow a conviction. 

He quoted several passages of military law bear- 
ing on the case, and then went through a general 
review of the case. He showed by the evidence 
that every witness had testified that Captain Sneed 
had nothing to do with the matter, and knew 
nothing about it until afterwards, and said that 
either the defendant is innocent or every witness 
had perjured himself. 

He argued that, so for as the second charge was 
concerned, it was clearly an accident, and not an 
act of willful disobedience. 

The judge advocate waived the right to reply as 
being unnecessary. 

Another Case Today. 

The court then adjourned until this morning at 
10 o’clock, when another case will be taken up. 

The decision will be kept secret until made 
public by the quorum.

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, No Third Party. 

We observe that there is a good deal 
said in the dispatches from Ocala in 
regard to the third party movement in 
the alliance convention. 

This sort of thing makes interesting 
matter for the correspondents, and it af- 
fords an opportunity for entertaining specu- 
lation on the part of those who have 
special mental airships of their own . in 
which they can soar at pleasure, but 
there is nothing in it so far as the 
south is concerned. 

It is a matter that may be dear to 
the hearts of certain - western  alliance- 
men, who have been converted into 
democrats, but who dislike the name of 
democrat, but the movement is imprac- 
ticable in all its parts. It cannot and 
will not be endorsed by the southern 
alliancemen. 

We need enter into no argument to 
show why a third party movement 

would be impracticable in the south, 
and why the farmers, above all others, 
are interested in preventing such a move- 
ment. To employ the stately phrase of 
Jeremy Taylor, ‘‘it is understanded of 
all men’? why a third party in the 
- gouth would destroy the political and in- 
dustrial peespects of this section for the 
time being. 

The western ailiancemen may talk third 
party doctrine with much earnestness for 
awhile. They are disgusted with repub- 
licanism, but it is not to be expected | 
that they will become democrats in one 
night. They will talk about a third 
party, and the end of it all will be 
that they will act with the party whose 
principles were born with the desire of 
man for liberty. 

The southern alliancemen have too 
much sense to engage in any third 
party foolishness. They know they can- 
not afford to break away from the dem- 
ocratic party. 


The Force Bill Again. 

In the event of the passage of the force 
bill come of our contemporaries express the 
fear that it will enable the republicans to 
seize the government in 1892 by means of 
fraudulent returns from certain districts. 
Under such conditions it is suggested that it 
would require a revolution to put: the demo- 
crats in power. 

But there is another view to take. Sup- 
pose the opposition to the republican policy, 
s0 vigorously expressed inthe recent con- 
gressional elections, gathers strength in the 
north and west? Suppose the republican 
masses open their eyes to the fact that there 
are no offices—no spoils for them—nothing 
but an empty treasury, a robber tariff, finan- 
cial oppression and servitude under the rule 
of plutocrats? When public opinion takes 
this shape is it likely that the force bill will 
be actively enforced? 

Why was the present law authorizing the 
employment of federal deputy marshals at 
elections in cities of 20,000 or more inhabi- 
tants a dead letter in the south this year? 
Because public opinion was against it, 

The last congressional campaign was a 
liberal education in the matter of the roDber 
tariff and the force bill, The ideas which 
triumphed then are still at work throughout 
the land, and they will win. If the repub- 
lican leaders adhere to their plan they will 
soon have no party to back them. The peo- 
ple, north as well as south, want prosperity, | 
and they. will have no patience with a policy 
that interferes with business and industry, 
planting bayonetsin the pathway of pro- 
gress. 

The force bill will be a failure, whether it 
becomes a law or not, and its advocates will 
be repudiated by the people at the polls, It 
will not be safe to attempt to cheat the 
country in the election of 1892. 


Between Youth and Age. 

The Boston Globe thinks that with Kip- 
ling writing himself into fame at twenty- 
four, and Gladstone. doing the work of a 
statesman at eighty, it would seem that our 
limitations upon youth and age are artificial 
and arbitrary. 

Kipling has wisely decided that when a 
man feels impelled to write he cannot be too 
young forthe work. He should go ahead 

3 and do his level best. Gladstone is equally 
“i wise in deciding that it is unnecessary for 
him to seek repose when he feels capable of 
making his best efforts. 

Both are right. There is no sense in 
standing back until middle age, preparing 
for a career, only to retire from it a few 
‘years later on account of old age. Kipling 
lives with older men, and Gladstone asso- 
ciliates with younger men. These two live 
in the happy middle ground between youth 
and age, and they cannot be measured by 
the summers and winters that have passed 
over their heads, : 

A brainy, healthy man can do his best 
work in the sphere for which he is fitted 
early in life, and also when he is in his 
eighties. Such a man, when he lives rightly, 
is never too young and never too old, so far‘ 
as his intellectual faculties are concerned. 

The question to ask about a man is not, 
How old is he? but, What can he do?

And 
yet he was not too big nor too sensitive to 
vote for a measure framed in the interests of 
honesty. The principle involved in the 
copyright is simply the old difference be- 
tween honesty and dishonesty. Mr. Carlisle 
perceived that and voted for the bill in the 
house before he was | elected to the senate. 


Law and Liquor. 
It is unfortunate that so many of our peo- 


| ple have been educated into the belief that 


minen can be made moral by an act of the 
legislature. 

Here in Georgia we have all sorts of tem- 
perance bills brought before every general 
assembly. We might pass them all, and it. 
is doubtful whether they would materially 
reduce the sum total of intemperance. One” 
of the latest schemes is to make drunken- 
ness a state offense—a misdemeanor. This 
policy has been tried elsewhere, and aban- 
doned. Sometimes the penalties have been 
very extreme, For instance, the Aztecs, 
who were a very superior people, made 
drunkenness punishable with death. But 
their old colonels, and ward politicians, and 
rich old snoozers continued to booze along as 
usual, and the law had to be repealed. The 
old Romans, too, had a law making it death 
for a woman to beceme intoxicated, but the 
ladies of that-day made up their minds to 
enjoy their tipple on the sly, and finally the 
custom became so general that it was im- 
possible to enforce the law. 

After all, public opinion rules in the mat- 
ter of morals. We need temperance re- 
forms, but their mission is not one of force— 
itis of moral suasion. Father Matthew, 
John 4. Gough and Dabney P. Jones, did 
more for temperance than any statute could 
have done. Francis Murphey is doing more 
today for genuine temperance reform than 
any prohibitionist is doing.

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A LETTER FROM THE ALLIANOEMEN 
IN THE LEGISLATURE, 
Defining Their Situation and Their Work. 
' ghey Are D@mocrats Seven Days in the 

Week—An Interesting Document. 


The following address has been issued by 
the alliancemen in the general assembly to the 


suballiances of Georgia: 

Dear Brethren: At a regular meeting of the sen- 
ators and representatives in the general assembly 
of Georgia, who are alliancemen, held on the even- 
ing of the 25th ultimo, the undersigned were, by 
unanimous vote, appointed a committee, charged 
with the duty of preparing an address to you, an 
address which should voice the sentiments and the 
deliberate judgment of those who constitute the 
above mentioned conference. 

It is well known toyou, brethren, that, from the 
organization of the legislature down to the close of 
the United States senatorial contest, the air was 
thick with rumors,reports and assertions touching 
our attitude.on that important question. Broad 
intimations appeared in certain newspapers to the 
effect that legislators, belonging to our order, were 
moved to the course they pursued on the senator- 
ial question by undue influences and by persua- 
sions wholly ulegitimate. 

THEY PROTEST. 

We desire mosg.earnestiy to protest against 
these unfair and poundiess charges. The sug- 
gestion that a single member of the legislature, 
who isan allianceman, was moved or controlled 
in his vote for or against General Gordon by any 
undue intluence,is absolutely without founda- 
tion. — 

We use the phrase ‘“‘members of the legislature 
who are alliancemen,” first, to distinguish them 
from members who are not alliancemen ; secondly, 
and particularly, beceuse, as members of the leg- 
islature. we are democrats—nominated, elected 
and working as such. 

Other things being equal, each of us sought by 
our respective votes for senator to secure that re- 
sult which we honestly believed would contribute 
to the good of the commonwealth and best illus- 
trate the great underlying principle of our order:

rests, turn a deaf ear to him. Take the brethren 
as you know them, not as he paints them; if the 
critic be an alliance man, rebuke him, and charge 
him to go and study the principlessof our noble 
order if happily he may catch the spirit of true 
brotherhood, charity and unity. 

As already intimated, the members of our order 
who are in the general assembly have, with a spirit 
of liberality orem alllancemen, consigned to 
the past whatever differences obtained among 
them on the senatorial question. In the present 
and in the future, we shall act together for the 
promotion of the welfare and the advancement of 
the interests of all the people of this great com- 
monwealth.

It may exhaust its energies 
and resources on them without much danger of 
going too far. The same thing cannot be said of 
some other subjects to which the legislature has 
given some of its attention. Before the life of 
this legislature ends,we hopeit will have 
iargely increased the school fund, and so 
improved the method of its administration that 
no teacher, having earned his salary, will have to 
wait forit. Under the present arrangement the 
fund is not only inadequate, but is so managed 
that it does not gosofar as it might in securing 
competent teachers. This is mainly the fault of 
the laws and not of the officers at the head of the 
school establishment. Both these defic.encies the 
legislature manifests a disposition to correct, and 
if it does so will have merited the commendation.

J RAILROAD STORAGE RATES, 

Senator Ellington introduced a bill yesterday to 
regulate the rate of storage charged’ by railroad 
companies in the state, to prescribe the conditions 
upon which itcan be charged, afd to providea 
method by which unreasonable charges may be 
contested, 

“Whereas,” section one begins, “the railroad 
companics of this state are now charging con- 
signees of freight storage on same without giving 
buch consignees reasonul je time to remove said 
freight, without giving them any notice whatever 
of the arival of said freight and making no allow- 
ance whatever for distance from depot or for 
providential camse ot delay; and, 

Whereas, The railroad commission of Georgia 
has failed to regylate this arvitrary and high- 
handed levy of extra charges upun freght, 

Now it enacted by the general 
asseinbly of Georgia, that from and alter the 
passage of this act such charges of storage made 
at any depot in this state shall be illegal, null and 
void except as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted that the word 
depot as used in this act means any place where 
freight is delivered. 

Sec. 3. Beit turther enacted that it shall be 
the duty of all raiiroead companies in this state. 
upon the arrival of freight transported by them at; 
itsidestination to notily the consignee thereof, 
either in person or by postal card, of the arrival 
of such freight and the date of its arrival. Aiter 
so doing, sueh company shall keep such freight, 
free of charge, four s for all persons living 
within a radius ef one mile-of said depot; six days 
for all persons living more than one wile and not 
more than four miles; eight days for all persons 
living more than four miies and not more than 
eight miles; ten days for ail persons living more 
than eight miles and not more than fifteen miles, 
apd twenty days for such persons as live at a 
gieater distance than fifteen miles. 

The time herein prescribed shall be counted 
from the time of giving the notice of the arrival 
of the freight as hereinbetore specified. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted that after the ex~ 
piration of the time specified in the foregoing sec-- 
tion, such railroad company is hereby authorized 
to assess a reasonabie and moderate charge for 
the storage of the freight before delivery of the 
same; provided, nevertheless,,that should the 
consignee consider such charge unreasonably 
large, or not due at all on account of 
his inability to remove his freight from.

wful for such consignee to pay such charge: 
under protest, and take a receipt from said rail- 
road company, or its agent, that such payment is 
made under protest. It shall then be lawful for 
suvh consignee to enteg suit against said company 
for such sum so paid, and should the final decision.

About the time of the election ékey literally 
bristled in antagonism to Mr. Venable, and to 
those who read the paragraphers’ work the action 
of the grand jury yesterday will be no great sur- 
prise. 

In fact it was not wholly unexpected by the re- 
spective publishers themselves.

Will Have to Be Elected—Hon. Dan 
Rountree Resigns. 


Few die; none resign. 

That is the old adage about office holders. Here 
and there an exception tothe latter clause is 
found—to prove the rule, probably—and one such 
was announced to the legislature yesterday. It 
was the resignation of Hon. Dan W. Rountree, as 
solicitor general of the southern circuit.

cern that is really solid will be.allowed to become 
embarrassed. The money market is the main 
cause of the uneasiness, while borrowers find lit- 
tle difticulty in obtaining loans on good collaterals 
from day to day, they are absolutely unable to se- 
cure money on the best stuff on time. This pre- 
vents them from buying stocks and causes con- 
tinued liquidation, as stock brokers cannot be 
expected to carry securities for their clients on 
cali money. As long asthe money situation’ re- 
mains in this state we can see lit lehope of any 
improvement, but the moment time money be- 
comes more plentiful, stocks will b® a big pur- 
chase.

An Expert's Opinion of the Boifeuillet Bill. 
The Mobile and Girard Extension from 
Troy, Ala., to Andalusia, Ala. 

That new, solid vestibule train on the Rich- 
mond and Dartiville, between Atlanta and 
Washington city, abont which so much has 
been said, and of which so little has been seen, 
may, with a considerable degree of certainty, 
be looked for on or before the Ist of January. 
Everything is completed with the exception of 
the observation car, which is still in the Pull- 
man shops. This train will. without excep- 
tion, be the finest in the southern country, and 
the best equipped. It will consist of baggage, 
mail, dining and observation carsand two 
sleepers, and the entire cost, including engine, 
will be $100,000. The train will be equipped 


| with everything in the matter of the safety, 


comfort and convenience of the traveling pub- 
lic that the wonderful ingenuity of the modern 
man has been able to suggest. It will be 
lighted with gas from end to end by the cele- 
brated Pintsch gas system, Each car will be 
heated by the standard system of hot water 
circulation. This system comprises circulating 
pipes within the car, which are filled with 
water, and two heaters in operative contact 
with these pipes, which can be used simulta 
neously or separately for imparting heat to the 
water in the pipes, steam from the locomotive 
being the primary source of heat, and the 
Baker, or any similar heater, within 
the car, the auxiliary when the 
 aieargg heater is not in use. The 
eat obtained is abundant, pleasant, easily 
regulated and absolutely safe. At both ends 
of the car are valves which close the pipes 
when the car is uncoupled, and the heat is 
thus retained in the car for hours afterward. 

There jis no,need to dwell upon the efficacy 
of the Pintsch lighting system, which is every- 
where recognized as the highest step reached 
in the lighting of railway cars. 

This is the first regular solid vestibule train 
ever introduced in the south. Passengers 
taking this train at 11:05 o’clock in the morn- 
ing will reach New York city at 1:20 0’clock 
pP- m. the next day, or at’ the same 
time as the early train which leaves 
Atlanta at7:10 a. m.

Said a prominent railroad man yesterday in 
reference to the bill recently introduced in the 
house relative to the employment of boys as tele- 
graph operators on raflroads:

The bill seeks to 
prohibit railroad companies from employing in- 
competent boy operators, and makes the basis of 
competency eighteen years of age,and at least 
one year’s experience in practical telegraphy. 

‘‘In the first place the operator occupies only a 
subordinate position, and works, in company with 
others, at the intermediate transmitting of 
messages between the train dispatchers at both 
ends of the ronte. He has none of the responsi- 
bility, but does a good deal of the work, and eve y 
awe he sends or receives 1s duplicated and in- 
spected by a superior before it is proneunced 0. K. 

“For my part 1 should in every case prefer the 
services of a young, intelligent boy to those of a 
man of thirty-five or more, for two reasons—first, 
thatthe latteraga rule, through either incom- 
paren bad luck oF ungrasped opportunities has 

en into a rut, and seeing nolprospect of petting 
up in the world, loses his ambition and interest in 
his work and becomes carelessand indifferent. 
The youngster, on the other hand, is just entering 
life, sees nothing but a bright future before him 
and enters intothe tasks set him with zeal and 
ardor. The second reason is, that telegraph opera- 
tors like printers, are as a rule addicte:! to the use 
of liquor, which unfits them for work, and it is 
most patvorens among men of mature age. In 
fact, I have never yet known of an instance where 
a boy went on sprees.” 

Work is progressing steadily agen the new ex- 
tension of the Mobile and Girard from Troy, Ala., 
to Andalusia, Ala. The work of grading is now 
neariy completed, and it is expected that the road 
will bein complete working order inside of six 
months.
